“ And it sha ll not be necessa ry for the prose­ 
cution to show tha t the spea king wa s hea rd 
or written or printed ma tter a foresa id wa s 
rea d or communica ted to the person or per­ 
sons a ctua lly committed the crime if such 
spea king, writing, printing, or publishing is 
shown to ha v e been done in a public ma n­ 
ner within the sta te.”

There will be no fur­ 
ther officia l a ction by the commission before 
the 15th inst J udge Cooley ha s gone to 
Chica go to tra nsfer the documents perta in­ 
ing to tho receiv ership of the Wa ba sh system 
to his successor. Mr. Morrison sa id tha t the 
commissioners would be In no especia l hurry 
to na me their secreta ry; tha t they were ca re­ 
fully looking ov er sev era l men. 
He thought 
tha t the clerica l force of tho commission 
would be selected with a geogra phica l sig­ 
nifica nce, following the genera l rule of the 
chief executiv e. 
Leland Stanford, president of tho South­ 
ern Pacific railw ay, sent a telegram to the 
commission Thursday asking for an official 
interp retation 
of the 
long-and-short-haul 
clause of the new law. 
He wanted a gen­ 
eral ruling so ho could know where the rail­ 
ways stand. 
If the clause prohib its lower 
rates for through b usiness than for shorter 
distances on the same line 
the railw ay 
could not do the b usiness in competition with 
the Suez canal, which it had heretofore done. 
The commission answered that Mr. Hanford 
m ust present a case in duo form b eforo a de­ 
cision could b e rendored. 
A ruling was made in the application of 
the Detroit, Grand Haven & M ilwaukee rail­ 
way, suspending the troub lesomo clause for 
ninety days and perm itting the road to 
charge higher rates from G rand Haven and 
points further east, including Ionia, to points 
east on the Detroit and 8 t Clair rivers, than 
aro charged on the like traffic from Milwau­ 
kee to points east of tho same rivers on tho 
same line, and also for the transmission of 
pi. p ony to Ionia and Grand Haven and 
points b etween the same from points east of 
tho Detroit and St. Clair rivers, than are 
charg I on the like traffic to Milwaukee over 
the same lino. 
It is provided, however, that 
tho rates specified shall not b o higher than 
tho rates on the line traffic b etween Chicago 
and the same points east of tb e D etroit and 
St. Clair rivers, nor greater in proportion to 
Milwaukee rates than are now charged b y 
tho potitionor’s line. 
A telegram from Philadelphia says that 
railway men there claim that the decisions 
of the last two days have knocked tho law to 
pieces, as there is not a railw ay in the 
Uuited States that has not a3 good a case as 
any of those presented.

They appear 
in fu ll dress, and as late as possible, so as not 
to be the first to arrive, exchange salu tations 
with the other visitors, shak e hands right 
and left and sf kmhI the evening in trying to 
cu t a good figu re and to chat with everybody 
nil rou nd. 
The professional critic whispers 
little sarcasms into his neighbor’s ear. tic 
friend of the au thor amu ses himself by re­ 
peating all the ¡joints and bons mots of the 
piece lx*foro they are on the stage, thu s spoil­ 
ing their effect 
Gentlemen pay visits to 
ladies in their l» oxes, discu ssing the latest 
news and epigrams; the gallery—which does 
not form a part of the “society”—look s down 
u pon the assembly throu gh oj**ra glasses, in 
order to see all notoriou s persons as aecu 
1 atety as jjossible and to observe how they 
gesticu late, dress, smile, eat sweets, with 
whom they are acqu ainted and to whom they 
are polite or intim ate. 
I t is an incessant

The advantages are only secu red after a name 
has been entered into the feu ill# du service 
dee premieres a t every fashionable theatre, 
which is the register containing tho name of 
every person entitled to be present at first 
nights. 
The fu eille du service is the golden book 
of Paris society. 
To bo entered into this list 
is tho price which is given for any great su e 
cess. 
He who su cceeds in m ak ing all Pari 
talk of him for a m om ent becomes at once tin 
recipient of premiere cards. 
Tho member of 
tho institu te; the au thor whoso book ha* 
made a sensation; the em inent traveler; the 
lawyer who had been engaged in a great case; 
the architect who has completed a largo edi 
fice; tho “grand prix” of the salon; the poli 
tician whom events have throw n into the 
foregrou nd; the officer whose past is mark ed 
by a feat of valor; neither of these need apply 
for tick ets, for they will bo offered to them. 
Bu t those by whose presence the director of 
the theatre does not feel specially honored, 
mu st be ready to pay heavily for having 
tbeir name pu t on the lis t—Pall Mall Ga 
zette.
